Effect Date 
Set for Auto 
Guidelines 

WASHINGTON (AP) — New 
guidelines for the advertising 
and labeling or automobile tires, 
designed as a stop-gap measure 
until Congress fixes minimum 
safety standards, will go into 
effect next Feb. 19, the Federal 
Trade Commission said today. 

The' commission will begin 
enforcement at the same time 
of stiffer guidelines on the use 
of tire guarantees. 

In announcing the effective 
date of Its- new regulations, 
tho commission ngaln called fed- 
eral _legislation_the best solution 
to the problem of tire safety 
and grading. . i - 

The guidelines Lwould affect 
advertising and labeling ol tires 
for their load carrying capaettyr 
Inflation pressure, grade or line 
of the lire, and ply rating. 

More than 1,100 different 
brands of tires are available to 
American consumers under ei- 
ther the manufacturer's brand 
subsidiary . and private 
brands, the commission said, 
but the consumer has no way 
to compare the relntivajrade 
or safety of these protlq&P 

To avoid deception in guar- 
antees, the commission .said, 
any adjustment should be based 
on the actual selling price of 
the tire or the dealer's actual 
price at the time of adjustment. 
The basis for adjustment must 
be disclosed in advertising re. 
fcrring to guarantees.

Public Property 

A rather rtfiw element accompanying 
many public meetings, these days is the 
portable tape recorder. In some cases, 
the tape recorder is used by those in 
charge of the meeting to record the 
proceedings exactly as they happen. The 
argument in favor of the procedure, and 
it's a powerful argument, is that every- 

• one can know exactly what was said at 
the session and by whom. The exact 
words can be preserved for as long as, 
it would servo any purpose. But there 

—has been a little objection here and there 
to the other use of tape recorders. Indi- 
viduals have been showing up at public 
meetings to record what goes on. Some 
board members and public officials have 
expressed private displeasure with the 

~pr^cTss~wlthimt^1te^nWlffg~how"lo 
handle it. 

It has been pointed out that the pres- 
ence of a person "with a tape recorder 
quite effectively stifles discussion because 
no one knows what use will be made of the 
tape. No member of any public board or 
_commission^hDuldJe_-basMuLoiL-that 
score. And no chairman of any meeting 
should hesitate to deal with anyone op- 
erating a tape recorder. The chairman of 
any meeting is clearly within his rights 
to call attention to anyone equipped with 
a tape recorder. Further, the chairman 
can request— but not demand— any re- 
cording visitor to identify himself and the 
organ izatioh, if any, he represents. It 
probably would be contrar^Jo.Jaw _ta 
forbid anyone to record every word of a 
meeting, but that's a- legal point that 
might not be decided definitely without 
a suit. In any event, it certainly isn't 
unreasonable to establish the purpose of 
the tape recorder and the identity of the 
person using it. 

There have been reportsjrmt jwme per- 
sons who have tape-recorded public meet- 
ings have used statements out of context 
to the detriment of an indivdual or board. 
No ono having knowledge of such mis- 
use of quotations should hesitate to de- 
plore the activity and set the record 
straight publicly. Moreover,, a board or 
organization might be within jts rights 
to bar from a meeting — even a public 
meeting — a person with such ulterior 
purpose. Again, that's a legal point that 
might have to be settled in a court of law. 

Realistically, it jyuuld be a rare board 
or chairman who wguld muster enough 
courage to questfon the presence of a 
tape recorder. They know full well that 
meetings of public boards and commis- 
sions nro public meetings at which pub- 
lic business Is discussed for the benefit of 
_ tho. public. The; immediate result of tape- 
recording such sessions would bo to make 
participants reluctant to say anything. 
The next step is clear-r*xecutlvo sessions 
to permit frco discussion. Star chamber 
sessions nro not in tho best Interests of 
tho public. So it's obvious that if tape re 
corder operators havo tho public interest 
at heart, they will defeat their own pur- 
poses. If they have ulterior purposes, 
they couldn't care less about what hap- 
pens as the result of their presence.

-accused Red China 'on Sunday of

describing Russian aid to Com- 
munist North Vict Nam os "Im- 
aginary-support -and a real be- 
trayal." 

The Soviet Communist party 
organ said -this -wan ono of "a 
number of rucle^ slanderous at- 
tacks made against the "Soviet 
Union" at a recent top-lbvel 
meeting of the Chinese Commu- 
nist party in Peking. 

Pravda complained that Pek- 
ing's communique on the meet- 
__ing_wa s .filled with jibes _at the 
Soviet Union, such as a claim 
that Soviet support for the 
NoTtrr^Viernnmesc cause was -| 
"counterrevolutionary and dou- 
ble-dealing." Pravda made no 
attempt to reply to the Chinese 
charges, hut it Reported on the 
Peking communtouc in such 
detail that speculation arose 
that the Soviet party was setting 
the stage for a major blast at 
the Chinese Reds. 

The paper referred briefly to 
the purge now sweeping the Chi- 
na mainland and quoted the 
communique as saying it must 
be brought to a close. 

(This seemed at variance with 
Peking radio's version of the 
communique which indicated 
that the Central Committee 
gave the purge its full support 
end made no mention of any 
call to end It.) 



West German 
Official Is 
Suspended 

BONN, Germany (AP) — De- 
fense Minister Kal Uwe von Hns- 
scl suspended today the chief 
of the West German air force, 
who criticized bureaucrats, pol- 
iticians and private Industry in 
a newspaper Interview. 

Lt. Gen. Werner Panltzkl has 
been "provisionally requested 
not to carry out his duties in 
the light of (his) openly ex- 
pressed criticism," a Defense 
Ministry spokesman said. 

He added that Panitzkl bad 
asked to be relieved of his job 
as inspector-general of the Luft- 
waffe on Aug. 12, but no action 
had been taken on the request. 

Panitzkl said In a weekend 
newspaper interview thatvthe 
"political decision" to equip 
the Luftwaffe with American- 
designed Starflghter jets and Its 
aftermath had been "the big- 
gest disappointment of my life." 

The Luftwaffe has lost 61 Star- 
fighters since first Introducing 
them In 1961. The string of 
crashes set off widespread crit- 
icism of civilian and military 
leaders in the Defense Ministry, 

Panltzkl criticized politicans; 
Defense Ministry bureaucracy 
and blamed private industry for 
supplying some deficient equip- 
ment
